/ ; He added that to establish a just peace in 
'-he area, Israel must withdraw from ail the 
- - cnipied Arab territories — and first and 


foremost Jerusalem. — and grant the Palesti- 
nian people the right of self-determination 
and national sovereignty. 

He thanked all frie'ndly U.N. members for 
their continuous and growing support for the 
Palestinian people under the leadership of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. 

He hoped that International Solidarity 
Day with the people of Palestine would be a 
suitable opportunity for all peace loving 
nations and peoples to express their solidarity 
with all peoples under foreign domination in 
their struggle to determine their own future 
and gain freedom and independence in 
accordance with the U.N. Charter. 

' Prince Fahd expressed his appreciation of 
the efforts put up by the committee to uphold 
the legitimate rights of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. 


U.N. declares 


Camp David accords invalid

- — The General Assembly of the United 
~ . Nations has declared, that the Camp David 
'accords between Egypt and Israel had no vah 
. idity in determining the future of the PaJesti- 
. . . nian people. 

It was the first time the world body had 
. . . dismissed the agreements in a vote. The 
‘.accords were concluded in September 1978 
' under the auspices of the United States and 
laid the groundwork for an Israeti-Egyptian 
■ peace treaty signed in Washington last 
• ~ March. 

The council adopted a resolution on the 
accords by 75 votes to 33, with 37 absten- 
tions. It rejected the provisions of the accords 
which "ignore, infringe upon, violate or deny 
the inalienable rights of the Palestinian peo 
. . Pie." 

The assembly also a adopted a resolution 
calling foT the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion ( PLO) to participate, on an equal footing 
with other parties, in all efforts, deliberations 
and conferences on the Middle East. 

Voting on the motion to reject the Camp 
David accords was marked by procedural 
moves by Egypt and the U.S., which tried to 
prevent the resolution from being adopted. 

The resolution strongly condemned “all 
partial agreements and separate treaties 
which constitute a flagrant violation of the 
rights of the Palestinian people .'* 

It noted that the Camp David accords bad 
been concluded outside the framework of the 
U.N. and without the participation of the 
PLO. 

Egypt, Israel and the . United States all 
voted against the draft, along with eight of the 
nine members of the European Economic 
Community. The other member, France, abs- 
tained!:. 

Other parts of the draft strongly con- 
.’demned" all partial agreements and separate 
treaties 'which constitute a flagrant violation 
of the rights of the Palestinian people,” the 
principles of the U.N. Charter and the resolu-

Calderon arrives 

RIYADH, Nov. 30 (SPA) — Venezuelan 
Minister of Energy and Minerals Humberto 
Calderon Berti arrived here Friday on his 
tour of Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries members in preparation for the 
Dec. 17 summit in Caracas. 

He was met at the airport by Minister of 
Petroleum and Mineral Resources Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaks Yamani and senior officials of 
his ministry. 

The two men are expected to hold discus- 
sions on a number of energy-related topics.

This draft, approved by 117 votes to 14 
against with 16 abstentions, endorsed 
recommendations of the U.N.'s Palestine 
Rights Committee, expressed regret and con- 
cern that they had not been implemented, 
and noted with regret that the Security Coun- 
cil bad not yet taken action on the recom- 
mendations. 

The 23-nation committee, set up m 
December 1975, has called for Israel with- 
drawal from territories ir has occupied since 

1967 and proposed a two-phase program for 
the return of Palestinians to their homes : 
first those displaced as a result of the 1967 
war and later those displaced between 1 948 
and 1967. 

The assembly, which has been debating the 
Palestine question this week, is due to vole at 
a later date on two other resolutions. They 
deal mainly with the future work of the Pales- 
tine rights committee and of the special sec- 
tion of the U.N. secretariat which services it. 

Speaking before the voting. Ambassador 
Ahmed Esmat Abdul Meguid of Egypt 
rejected criticism of the Camp David accords. 

Egypt had declared that the framework of 
the agreement was not a final solution to the 
Palestinian problem but just one step. Egypt 
had wrested commitments from Israel which 
would be of benefit to the Palestinians, he 
said. 

Egypt had distinct reservations about the 
other draft, he said, referring to parts of the 
Palestine rights committee's report dealing 
with the Camp David accords. But he would 
vote for the draft. 

Ambassador Richard. Petree of the U.S. 
said the resolutions did not bring the legiti- 
mate rights of the Palestinian people one day 
dose. On the contrary, they were totally 
negative and sought to undermine the only 
viable framework for negotiations which 
existed today. 

Most importantly, they placed the assem- 
bly. which should be dedicated to the search 
for peace, in the position of rejecting a peace 
treaty between sovereign neighbors. The 
U.S. rejected the resolutions in their entirety, 
Petree said. 
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U.S. files suit 
in World Court 
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TEHRAN, Nov. 30 ( Agencies) — Hun- 
dreds of thousands of Iranians, marking the 
holiest day of their Shiite calendar, massed 
Friday at Tehran University in preparation 
for a march to the U.S. Embassy where stu- 
dents are holding at least 50 Americans hos- 
tage. 

“Everybody’s going to the espionage 
center,” said one marcher in his 20s, referring 
to Iranian leader Ayatollah Khomeini's claim 
that the embassy, occupied since Nov. 4. was 
a “spy nest.” 

Khomeini, who is leading opposition 
against the United States, called on the Ira- 
nian people to use the Ashura day, a time of 
mass mourning for the death of Hussein bin 
Alt, to vent their fury against the United 
States. 

Tens of thousands turned up outside the 
embassy Thursday night, chanting prayers 
and shouting, “ Altahu Akhbar.” 

The Iranians are demanding that deposed 
Shah Mohammad Reza Pahlavi be extradited 
for trial on charges of mass murder and loot- 
ing the country's wealth. The U.S. govern- 
ment has refused. 

The Shah has been told by his doctors that 
he could leave the New York City hospital 
where he has been treated for cancer and 
gallstones. 

Khomeini urged Muslim oil-producing 
countries Friday to use oil as a weapon 
against the United States, the official Pars 
news agency reported. 

“If they do not, they will suffer the same 
fate of Mohammad Reza.” 

Khomeini told reporters, “it is better 
therefore that they heed our advice and con- 
demn the United States. They should use the 
weapon of oil in their hands. 

He said he very much hoped that tlje Arab 
traders were aware of Iran’s economic and 
cultural destruction during the past SO years 
and that they would support Iran. 

“We are Muslim and this man (the Shah) is 
a criminal but the real criminal is Carter.” 
Khomeini added. 

Meanwhile the United States has filed suit 
against Iran in an international court, appeal- 
ing for immediate action to free American 
hostages. 

In an urgent appeal to the International 
Court of Justice in The Hague. President 
Jimmy Carter’s administration Thursday cal- 
led for a ruling that the hostages be freed and 
the grounds of the U.S. embassy in Tehran be 
cleared of the student who seized it Nov. 4. 

In a letter to the International Court, Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance also asked the 
court for unseperified “interim measures of 
protection" for the hostages. 

The court, composed of 15 international 
justices, is not in session, but Vance cited the 
“extraordinary urgency" of the Iranian situa- 
tion and asked for action “within days.” 

"The present crisis constitutes a serious 
threat to international peace and security," 
Vance wrote. 

The suit asked the court to "declare that 
Iran shall release immediately and permit to 
depart from Iran immediately all hostages 
and other members of the embassy." 

It also asked that Iran be required to pay 
unspecified reparations to the United States 
“for numerous grave violations of interna- 
tional legal rights." 

The action came a day after Carter vowed 
in a nationally broadcast news conference to 
use all legal and diplomatic means to free the 
hostages. 

Carter said he would not set a deadline for 
resolution of the crisis through peaceful 
means, but in the U.S. Congress 54 members 
of the House of Representatives introduced a 
resolution Thursday asking him to do just 
that. 

In Tehran, Iran’s new foreign minister, 
Sadeq Qorbzadeh, said Friday Iran will not 
attend the Security Council meeting 
scheduled for Saturday to deal with the crisis. 

He told a press conference that the 
revolutionary council in Tehran had decided 
not to take part in the meeting. 

'‘According to the decision of the 
revolutionary council we will not attend 
tomorrow’s council meeting,'’ Qotbzadeh 
said. 

Meanwhile. Egypt said Friday it would give 
sanctuary to the Shah after Mexico decided 
not to Jet him return from the United Srates.

King receives more cables 

Rebels to be captured alive 


RIYADH, Nov. 30 (SPA) — Security 
forces have orders to try and capture alive the 
remnants of the group which attacked the 
Holy Haram ten days ago. Interior Ministry 
officials said Friday. 

Saudi Arabian security forces are continu- 
ing to tighten the ring around the group of 
renegades still holed up in the basement of 
the Grand Mosque, the officials said. 

A majority of the group which violated the 
sanctity of the mosque have been arrested, 
many of them surrendering to the security 
forces. 

The group of Islamic renegades — since 
denounced by every religious leader in the 
Kingdom and abroad — attacked the mosque 
last Tuesday after morning prayers, terroriz- 
ing worshippers — including many pilgrims 
— and killing a number of them. 

They proclaimed one of their member the 
"expected Mahdi” and ordered worshippers 
to recognize him as such. 

The plan, however, was foiled when sec- 
urity forces hastened to the mosque and 
saved many of the worshippers, including 
many who had been taken hostage by the 
renegades. 

In a series of attacks between Tuesday and 
Sunday the Saudi forces advanced and 
cleared ail but the basement of the mosque, 
forcing many of the renegades to surrender. 

While the siege of the gunmen in the base- 
ment continues, upstairs authorities have 
continued to clear the Haram of th< tebris 
left by the attackers. 

Thursday and Friday prayers were held in 
the Haram, and a number of people per- 
formed the Tawaf — circling the Kaaba seven 
times. 

Cleaning work began on Tuesday and con- 
tinued until Friday evening. 

Meanwhile, Governor of Riyadh Prince 
Salman cabled King Khaled and Crown 
Prince Fahd Friday that the minute people 


here heard about the attack last T uesday they 
converged on the local government head- 
quarters to express their solidarity with the 
King and the government. 

Prince Salman said large number of citi- 
zens and tribal chiefs expressed their absolute 
support for the King and offered their ser- 
vices against the perpetrators of the crime. 

“ We have seen in them real and sincere 
determination to do their duty towards their 
government and country," Salman said. 

Both in the country and in the cities 
thousands of people declared their allegiance 
to the King and pledged to serve the country 
in any way possible. Prince Salman said. He 
thanked them all and expressed the King's 
confidence in them and promised to convey 
their feelings to the King and Crown Prince. 

Meanwhile King Khaled has received hun- 
dreds of cables form individuals and tribal 
leaders speaking on behalf of their tribes 
from all over the Kingdom. 

Quite a number of telegrams also came 
from outside the country, from individuals 
and Islamic associations in Jordan, Lebanon 


and Egypt. 

Many cables came from commanders 
military units in the armed forces condenct 
ing “ the heinous crime committed again 
Islam " in the attack on Haram and expre 
sing solidarity with the King and his gover 
merit. 

Meanwhile, the Saudi press Friday co: 
tinned to comment editorially on the indde 
and strongly condemn the attackers wt 
deviated from the Islamic path. Newspape 
also upheld and praised the conduct of tl 
security forces acting on the instructions 
King Khaled to safeguard the hostage 
minimize casualties and capture the crimiru 
alive, (see Press Review, page 6) 

The newspapers At -Jezirah said that tl 
recent happenings were "a test of our abili 
to meet problems and mishaps and overcon 
them." Fortunately we have succeeded, t! 
paper said ** through our unity and adheren 
to our religion. By uniting the leadership ai 
the people this country has warded off da 
ge rs and come out of the Haram incident wi 
a big Islamic victory." 


Qaddafi wants Suez Canal 
Sinai oil fields destroyed 


Saudi Arabia, 
China sign 
cultural pact 


BEIRUT. Nov. 30 ( R) — Libyan leader 
Muaramar Qaddafi has urged Palestinian 
commandos to destroy the Suez Canal and 
Egyptian oil fields that are used to supply 
Israel. Addressing a mass rally in the Libyan 
capital of Tripoli Thursday night, he also said 
the Palestinians should attack Israel from aU 
Arab fronts, including conservative Saudi 
Arabia. 

The Libyan News Agency Jana Friday 
quoted Col. Qaddafi as saying: “The Suez 
Canal must be destroyed because under 
Sadat, ft has become lifeline for the enemy. ” 


In an apparent reference to the Sinai o 
fields that Egypt recently regained froi 
Israel, he said: “If this oil is not used in th 
interest of the Palestinian cause, to destro 
the enemies and deter their allies, it shoul 
also be destroyed." 


In the speech marking a day of soiidarii 
with the Palestinians, the radical Libya 
leader added: “Arab oil would be worthless 
it feeds the enemy and its allies and is used i 
fuel for their planes which Bomb the Palest 
nian camps." 


TAIPEI Nov. 30 (CNA) — 
Saudi Arabia and Nationalist 
China have agreed to step up 
cooperation in cultural and educa- 
tional fields. 

Under an agreement signed 
here Thursday the two countries 
are to increase their program of 
cooperation between universities 
and in other fields. 

The agreement was signed by 
Deputy Minister of Higher Educa- 
tion Mahmoud M. Safar and 
Chinese Vice Minister of Educa- 
tion Li Mo. 

It provides for an exchange of 
books, students, periodicals, films 
and cultural and language 
exchanges, a joint statement 
issued after the ceremony said. 

And it sets the groundwork for a 
trip to Saudi Arabia in February 
by presidents of a number of 
Chinese universities and a return 
visit to Taiwan by senior officials 
from the Kingdom in April. 

The education officials are to 
discuss topics relating to coopera- 
tion in scientific research, and stu- 
dent and teacher exchanges. 

Officials say that Saudi techni- 
cians and some doctors will be 
trained at schools in Taiwan, and 
in return a number of Chinese stu- 
dents will fly to Riyadh during 
1980-8] for Arabic training. 
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NAIROBL Nov. 30 (R) — ■ Ethiopian head of 
state Mengistu Haile Mariam has paid tribute to the 
South Yemeni soldiers who died fighting rebels in 
Ethiopia and pledged to fight with South Yemen 
against common enemies. Addis Ababa radio 
reported Friday, 

Lt. Col. Mengisiu. on a visit to the fellow Marxist 
state across the Red Sea. visited the war museum 
and was decorated with medals at a state banquet 
Thursday night. 

In talks with South Yemeni President Abdul- 
Fattaft Ismail. Col. Vfengisiu discussed strengthen- 
ing economic and political ties between the two 
states and paid tribute to the Yemeni soldiers who 
died fighting in Ethiopia, the radio said. 

"Comrade Chairman Mengistu expressed the 


determination of Socialist Ethiopia to encounter 
common enemies and invaders in union with foe 
People's Democratic Republic of Yemen." it 
added. . 

Several hundred Yemeni troops were ferried to 
the port of Massawa when it was hesiegedby Erit- 
rean rebels early last year. 

Diplomatic sources here said the Soviet Union, 
before it broke with Somalia and allied itself with 
Ethiopia in 1977. had attempted to promote a 
socialist federation of Ethiopia, South Yemen and 
Somalia. 

Although Somalia's abrogation of iln friendship 
treaty with the Soviet Union had ended that plan. 
Moscow still appeared to be encouraging closer ties 
between Ethiopia and South Yemen, they said- 
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Conference on Prophet supports Palestinians 


DOHA, Nov. 30 (SPA) — A 
conference here on the Prophet 
Muhammad has repented that the 
Palestinian problem is a Muslim 
problem and any aggression 
against Palestinians is . aggression 
against Muslims. The conference, 
on the life aiui traditions of the 
Prophet, is organized by the 
Qatari government and the 


Jeddah-based Organization of the, 
Islamic Conference. 

The conference called for Jihad 
or holy war, to liberate Palestine 
and said that the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization was the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people. It also warned 
against the danger of the situation 
in Lebanon and urged all Muslims 


to join hands against what it called 
the conspiracy in South Lebanon. 

In its final meeting here Thurs- 
day, the conference denounced 
psychological, economic and sci- 
entific warfare against Muslims in 
the Philippines, Afghanistan. 
Eritrea, Cyprus and other areas. It 
also warned against any aggressive 
measures against the Muslim peo- 


ple of Iran. 

It emphasized the importance 
of the Sunnah, or Traditions, as 
the second source of legislation 
and denounced any call for secul- 
arization of Muslim states. 

The conference urged Muslim 
governments to stipulate in their 
constitutions that the State's relig- 
ion is. Islam and that the Shariah 
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with its two main sources, the 
Holy Koran and the Sunnah, 
should be the authentic and sole 
source of legislation. 

It recommended that the goals 
of education in Muslim countries' 
should be derived from the Sun- 
nah and the Sirah, or Prophet’s Life. 
The conference also recom- 
mended that special care be given 
to the moral aspects of teacher 
training. 

It also recommended that atten- 
tion be given to drawing up of an 
information policy inspired by 
Warn: and said that all media in 
Muslims countries should be cal- 
led upon to abide scrupulously by 
such a policy. 

It advocated moral, financial 
and manpower support to activate 
the Jeddah-based International 
Islamic News Agency, and called 
for backing to the Islamic States

Saudi Comment

The oil crisis has become the most serious problem facing Western 
countries and there has been a frantic search for alternative sources 
of energy to reduce the almost absolute dependence on oil. 

At the same time some states have begun to control consumption. 
France and Belgium, to give only two examples, have succeeded in 
reducing the levels of use, proving that it can be done without much 
disruption. to lifestyles. Others have been stockpiling enormous 
quantities of oil, not only in tank farms but also in oil tankers that 
have been lying idle for a considerable time. 

But one must not overlook the role played by the seven big oil 
companies. They have raised prices so steeply as to have created the 
crisis. The profits they have made have been channelled into research 
for alternative sources of energy, but the producing nations have 
taken all the blame for higher prices and the disruption of the 
Western way of life and standard of living. 

The truth is that the Western consumer states, acting through their 
oil companies, are taking advantage of the high cost of fuel in orderto 
fund their research programs so that eventually their dependence on 
oil imports may be only marginal. 

The game has been driven home to the producing states, who have 
begun to realize the importance of reconstructing their countries and 
building a comprehensive strategy for development. In due course 
these states will have ensured a minimum of basic needs while the 
consumer states find the alternative sources that they have been 
seeking. 

We hope that the planners in the producing states are aware of this 
situation and are turning their understanding to construction and 
development. 


LONDON, Nov. 30 (SPA) —

CAIRO. Nnv i‘i i Agencic*-) — 
Egyptian President s.ui.u 
has said that Israeli -iimc* in expel 
elected mayor** .ind other pnlicic** 
in occupied Arab areas were ham- 
pering Middle East peace necotia- • 
tions. 

In an address to mark a day of 
solidarity with the Palestinian 
people Thursday. President Sadat 
said Egypt had never given up its 
policy of defending the Palest inian 
people's rights and liberating 
Arab territories. 

"We are not maneuvering but 
our policy is clear, i. We declare 
from this forum or the United 
Nations forum the Palestinian 
people must be granted the right 
of self-determination in order to 
achieve a permanent peace in the 
region." Sadat said in the address 
read by presidential court chief 
Hassan Kamel. 

Boutros Ghali. minister of state 
for foreign affairs, said in a Sol- 
idarity Day speech that Jewish set- 
tlements on the occupied West 
Bank should be dismantled. 

Ghali said Palestinians in the 



Earlier Ghali said he hoped the 
dispute between the United States 
and Iran would be solved peace- 
fully so that America could con- 
centrate on Palestinian autonomy.

area should he given extensive 
autonomy as a first step to self- 
determination. 

The Palestinian authority- 
should have full control over 
public land, water resource and 
utilities on the West Bank and 
Gaza, he said. 

Ghali said the West Bunk 
should include Arab East 
Jerusalem. 


Meanwhile, the semi-official 
daily Al -Ahram reported Friday 
that President Sadat and Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
may meet in Aswan. Upper Egypt, 
on Dec. 11 in an attempt to revive 
the stalled autonomy negotia- 
tions. 

Egypt. Israel and the United 
States have made little progress 
since the autonomy negotiations 
started last May. Egypt is seeking 
wide powers for an elected auton- 
omous council to represent 1.2 
million Palestinians on the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. Israel is 
offering the Palestinians more 
limited control of daily affairs. 

Al -Ahram said the next formal 
round of negotiations, to be 
attended by Egyptian Prime 
Minister Vlustapha Khalil and 
Minister Ghali. would be held on 
Dec. 13. but did not sav where. 


On new constitution 


TEHRAN, Nov. 30 (R) — 
Iran's Kuridsh leaders urged their 
followers Friday to boycott the 
referendum on Iran's new con- 
stitution due to be held this 
weekend. 

A joint statement by several 
Kurdish parties telephoned to 
Reuters in Tehran said: “Until 
there ls a definite solution to the 
Kurdish problem, there is no pos- 
sibility’ of Kurds taking part in the 
referendum which will be held on 
Sunday and Monday." 


The parties included the power- 
ful Kurdish Democratic Party 
IKDP) the Marxist People's 
Fedayeen and the radical Peikar* 
Organization. 

The Kurds. Iran's most militant 
ethnic minority, have been fight- 
ing for regional autonomy within 
the Iranian nation. A government 
delegation is negotiating in Kur- 
distan at present and the Kurds 
have declared a temporary cease- 
fire.

To protest Pope’s visit 


Blasts hit Istanbul banks 


ISTANBUL. Nov. 30 l API — 
Nine Istanbul bank offices were 
hit by dynamite blasts overnight in 
what was believed to be a protest 
against the visit by Pope Paul II to 
Turkey, police said Friday. 

Police said the blasts shattered 
windows, destroyed furniture and 
inflicted structural damage in at 
least six bank branches. 

No one appeared to have been 
injured by the explosions which 
occurred shortly after midnight. 

A Muslim group called the 
Turkish Islamic Union claimed 
responsibility for the blasts and 
acknowledged they were in pro- 


test against the Pope's visit. 

All the bank offices hit by attack 
were in outer districts of this 
sprawling metropolis, at least 10 
kilometers from the papal resi- 
dence. 

Earlier Friday the Pope took 
one more step toward unification 
of the Roman Catholic and East- 
ern Orthodox churches by becom- 
ing the first pontiff in nine cen- 
turies to attend a full Orthodox 
service. 

Later in the day. the Pope 
arrived in Izmir after an hour ‘ong 
flight from fstanbul to begin hb 
return journey to Rome.

The Turkomen and Baluchi 
ethnic minority parties have 
already announced they will 
boycott the referendum.

Ayatollah Khomeini, the coun- 
try a revolutionary leader, has 
urged all Iranians to vote "yes'* to 
the constitution, giving religious 
leaders sweeping powers. He said 
the vote was a religious duty for all 
believers. 

Another senior religious chief. 
Ayatollah Hossein-Ali Montazeri 
Friday called on ethnic minorities 
to support the constitution "at this 
sensitive stage ofour history when 
our country » up against the 
Satanic world superpower 
(America)." 

He said any disruption of the 
referendum would be an attack on 
Islam and the independence of 
Iran. 

The Kurdish leaders said their 
people were not represented in 
the Assembly of Notables which 
drafted the constitution.

BONN. Nov. 30 (R) — 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky has said Israel" s refusal to 
recognize the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization ( PLO) nould 
isolate the Jewish state from the 
rest of the world. 

"I think that Israefs inflexible 
position toward the PLO is bound 
to lead to a lack of understanding 
among the European states and 
thus bring the country into isola- 
tion." he said in an interview with 
the West German newspaper Die 
Welt Thursday. 

Kreisky said the PLO was the 
representative of the Palestinian 
‘people and this was not contested 
anywhere in the ATab world. 

Asked why his years of mediat- 
ingefforts had not persuaded PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat to change 
the PLO charter calling for the 
destruction of Israel, the chancel- 
lor replied: 

"One cannot demand from a 
movement of the persecuted ... 
that it make a first gesture when 
the other side is not in the least 
prepared to recognize the national 
rights of the Palestinians.”

What if war was to break out in the Gulf tomorrow? 

The question is certainly not asked in the spirit of alarm- 
spreading or dramatization of a situation already too alarming 
and too dramatically charged. While both sides in the worsen- 
ing Iranian- American crisis realize the dangers of an armed 
conflict in an area as economically and strategically vital as the 
Gulf, there is no way to ascertain that the pressures will not 
build up to an extent which will make them uncontainable. 
The powder keg is there; and matches are being waved about. 

The question is asked in realization that no third party is at 
the moment capable of influencing either the American or the 
Iranian courses of action. The Arab countries around the 
Gulf, and behind them, given the Gulf s importance, the Arab 
world as a whole, cannot afford to ignore the possibility of an 
explosion, however remote it might still seem. Events are 
drifting beyond everybody's control, and this means that all 
eventualities have to be faced. 

The question is somewhat ironic, for the answer is not hard 
to guess. It is, sad to say, the usual drawn blank, the usual faith 
in the spur of the moment reaction to events rather than the 
prior planning for their containment as they arise, should they 
arise. This is not surprising, in this case of a possible confronta- 
tion between third parties in which the Arabs will only be 
indirectly involved. For our own wars, the perennial wars with 
Zionism, have not yet taught us to take more than a spec- 
tators stand towards events. 

Responsible governments everywhere hope for peace but 
plan as if war was inevitable. The question is not merely 
military, it involves preparations on the military, economic 
and political levels. In an area as dangerous as ours, respons- 
ible governments ought to be doubly prepared. There has 
already been enough talk of sides working to “redraw the 
area’s maps," of threats overt and covert to the security of the 
Gulf and to its resources. We have been already more than 
adequately warned. 

Yet we still have to be careful to add the required note of 
irony when we ask : what if war was to break out tomorrow?

BUCHAREST — 

Romania is showing signs of serious economic 
problems that could undermine its strongly 
nationalist and independent stance within the 
Soviet bloc. 

The architect of Romanian independence, 61- 
year-old President Nicolae Ceausescu has been 
reelected to a fourth five-year term as Communist 
Party leader. 

He took the opportunity at the 12th party con- 
gress to reaffirm policies that have put him at odds 
with the Kremlin on such major issues as the Middle 
East. Indochina and increased military spending in 
the bloc” s Warsaw Pact. He said the country's new 
five-year plan would ensure “the continuous 
growth of the force of our homeland, the streng- 
thening of the national independence and 
sovereignty of socialist Romania." 

His even-handed policy between the world’s two 
rival Communist giants was illustrated by the pres- 
ence at the 12th Party Congress of delegates from 
both the Soviet Union and China. 

Romania would like a secure economic base to 
underpin its maverick policy, but it does have prob- 
lems. It is facing an energy squeeze and its ambiti- 
ous plans for industrial expansion have been 
affected by slowdown in the West. 

Romania used to be self-sufficient in oil but now 
it imports over half its needs. It took nearly 50 per 
cent of this from Iran, until the revolution there 
disrupted supplies. 

Since then it has approached various coun- 
tries.mcludmg Libya, Mexico, Iraq and Nigeria for 
long term -contracts to avoid paying high pri&s on 
the spot market. 

Romania is currently receiving around three mil- 
lion tons a year from Libya, but Bucharest’s policy 
of ma i n tai n ing diplomatic relations with Israel and 
its cautious approval of the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
agreement attacked by Tripoli and other Arab 
states could affect these. Western diplomats 
believe. 

According to these diplomats, Romania earlier 
this year negotiated to import oil from the Soviet 
Union for the first time. The agreement calls for 
350,000 tons to arrive here in the last quarter of this 
year and there was talk of one million next year, 
they said. 

While these figures are still small there is specula- 
tion that Bucharest may feel it needs to buy increas- 
ingly large amounts of Soviet oil, for which it might 
have to pay a political price as well. 


In a bid to become self-sufficient in energy by 
1990, Romania has just launched an ambitious 
program calling for increased use of coal, the intro- 
duction of nuclear power and more research into 
alternative energy. 

To give the plan a boost President Ceausescu 
announced at the congress that an American- 
designed rig had struck oil afte r two years of drilling 
in the Black Sea, though he admitted it was not yet 
known if the find was big enough to be exploited. 

The program also calls for tough conservation 
measures in addition to those introduced earlier this 
year banning drivers from the roads on alternate 
weekends, dimming street-lights and shop- 
windows and Iowerig room temperatures. This 
spells more austerity for the ordinary consumer in a 
country which already has one of the lowest living 
standards in Eastern Europe. 

The government is already exporting its top- 
quality meat for hard currency, mainly to the Mid- 
dle East, while importing low-grade meat from 
Australia for domestic consumption, diplomatic 
sources say.

and will drop to 44 only after five years under the 
new plan. 

While there are few obvious signs of resentment 
in a state where uniformed and plain-clothes police 
are much in evidence. Romanians are leaving the 
country in increasing numbers. 

They make up one of the largest contingents at 
the Traiskirchen refugee camp in Austria, number- 
ing some 800 at present, while around 10,000 
ethnic Germans a year are leaving for West Ger- 
many under a government agreement. 

A number of Western embassies have visa appli- 
cations from Romanians wanting to emigrate, hop- - 
mg that by the act of applying they will be- regarded 
as troublemakers by tire Bucharest authorities and 
allowed to leave. 

There was also an extraordinary incident on the 
last day of the congress when an 84-year-old former 
politburo member. Constantin Pirvulescu, attacked 
Ceausescu publicly, accusing him of putting per- 
sonal interests before those of the country and 
ignoring the real problems. 

The president retorted angrily by accusing Pir- 
vulescu indirectly of being a Soviet agent and of 
shirking military service during World War II. Offi- 


cials suggested privately to correspondents that he 
was senile. 

Although the president said the former official 
had been dropped from all leading party organs in 
1960 because of incompetence and intrigues, be 
actually was elected to the central auditing commis- 
sion in 1974. 

Pirvulescu was one of the founding members of 
the Romanian Communist Party, and the last sur- 
vivor of the original World War II leadership. 

He played a leading part hi an internal party 
campaign during the 1950s which led to the purging 
of Romania's pro- Soviet Foreign Minister Anna 
Pauker. '. 

The' question people ire asking themselves Is 
whether the incident, which was not reported in the 
Romanian domestic press, was an isolated outburst 
by an angry old man or the tip of an iceberg of 
discontent. 

On die o fficia l level Ceausescu is revered. A 
resolution passed by the congress called him among 
other things “most beloved son of the people, a 
brilliant leader and remarkable revolutionary, a 
high ly prestigious and authoritative personality rtf 
present-day political life.”

Khalid Fityani, homegrown tennis star

JEDDAH — In the world of 
tennis, the best a ns predominantly 
from the United States. Sweden. 
Argentina and Paraguay are in the 
news through Bjorn Borg, Guil- 
lermo Vilas and Victor Fecci, and 
in the past, France, England and 
Australia have had their share of 
the limelight. Last week, on Nov. 
23, we saw our own star, Khalid 
Fityani, eclipse every other tennis 
player in Jeddah by winning the 
men's singles in the Jeddah Open. 

A Saudi to watch, Khalid 
Fityani is a king of tennis. 

Ninety-six people played in this 
yea/ s Jeddah Open. Tennis play- 
ers of different nationalities, from 
different walks of life, attached to 
various companies and working 
on different projects across Saudi 
Arabia, signed up and when the 
long list was finally ready for the 
1 8th of November, the first round 
to mark the start of the Jeddah 
Open was played at noon by 
Khalid and his opponent. The fust 
player to play and win his first 
round, Khalkfs impressive scores 
were 6-2, 6-0, in the best of two 
sets. Tennis enthusiasts who* know 
the two participants are aware that 
Khalid had a worthy opponent m 
Stephenson. Onlookers who 
thought that Khalid had a lucky 
day in his first match, could harbor 
no further doubts about his 
superiority when he was the last 
player to leave the court, with the 
trophy. 

Before reaching the finals, 
Khalid played and won 6 matches. 
In none of these rounds did he give 
away a single set to bis opponents. 
In one of his matches, the simarion 
appeared critical for Khalid when 
he fell back by 3-0 while playing 
against opponent Proctor. How- 
ever, four games were the max- 
imum that Khalid lost in this 
match which ended in two sets: 
6 - 4 , 6-0. 

In the first set of the semi-finals, 
Mike Evans was leading with two 
games ahead but subsequently lost 
the first and second set to Khalid. 


The Jeddah Open stretched on 
to the end of the second week. It' s 
highlight was the men's singles 
with Khalid Fityani facing Eric 
Madison. Large crowds flocked to 
Rayville and Court One was liter- 
ally surrounded by tennis 
enthusiasts and fans who have 
come out to watch “ the best tennis 
in Saudi Arabia" as it was billed. 

The finals match was all the 
more exciting and interesting 
because both Khalid and his 
opponent are steady players. Eric 
started playing tennis at the age of 
14 and has been very active player 
in this game in the United States. 


Eric s baseline shot with a hign lob 
as the latter rushed to the net and 
the ball landed behind him. Khalid 
had some problem with his service 
and double faulted in the third 
game. This time the crowd was 
cheering for Eric as he executed a 
tricky half-volley. Eric was in con- 
trol of the situation and put away 
every ball with his well-developed 
forehand. Khalid made a spec- 
tacular point-winning ace. fol- 
lowed by a double fault, hit a 
series of balls into the net and 
made vet another double fault and 
lost the game finally with a half- 
volley at the’ net.

Khalid, 24, is well known to 
members of the Dunes Club in 
Jeddah where he is ranked 
number one on the men’s singles 
ladder and, with his uncle Hassan 
Dajani, helps make up the best 
men’s doubles team. 

Khalid was bom in Jeddah and 
started tennis at the age of 1 3. The 
mao who gave him his initial train- 
ing was Abu Bafcr van der Schyef. 
According to Khalid, van der 
Schyef, who is also well known at 
the club, is an excellent tennis 
player with very good form. 

A few months after he started 
playing tennis Khalid was in Cairo 
on vacation and entered the 
under- 1 4 division of a tennis tour- 
nament.

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U.K. bid for EEC budget rebate 
faces defeat at Dublin meeting 


DUBLIN. Nov. 30 ( K) — Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher faced almost certain 
defeat at the European Common 
Market summit Friday in her 
attempt to win a $ 2.2 billion 
budget rebate. 

The virtual lack of progress 
threw the nine-nation community 
into its most serious crisis since 
Britain joined in 1973. 

British officials wdixld not say 
how the government will react but. 
earlier they said if there is no solu- 
tion to Britain's problem in Dub- 
lin this would make life difficult, 
for the community. 

In a decidedly chilly atmos- 
phere at the leaders' dinner 
Thursday night, Mrs. Thatcher 
told West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt that he was mis- 
informed when he accused Britain 
of putting up its North Sea oil

prices ahead of OPEC countries. 

A British official said the West 
Germans'* do not know what they 
are talking about." and Mrs. 
Thatcher made sure she was very 
fully briefed on oil. 

The conference got nowhere on 


the budget issue at its opening ses- 
sion Thursday and the deadlock 
continued through the dinner 
given by Irish Prime Minister Jack 
Lynch. 

A proposal from the Common 
Marker commission would give 
Britain a rebate of only $ 735 mil- 
lion on its $ 2.2 billion net pay- 
ment into the 1980 EEC budget, 
as well as an unspecified amount 
of other aid. Britain is seeking a 
much larger cut. 

But even the basic sum was Ear 
from being agreed Friday since the 
other eight countries were unwill- 
ing to concede it as long as they 
knew Britain might hold out for 
more than they could accept 

It has demanded a broad bal- 
ance between what it contributes 
to the community budget and 
what it receives.

Finns mark anniversary 
of ’39 war with Soviets 


HELSINKI. Nov. 30. (R) — 
Finland Friday commemorated 
the 40th anniversary of the out- 
break of its winter war with the 
Soviet Union, amkl signs that time 
has healed many old wounds. 

The day seemed certain to pass 
quietly, with memories expressed 
only by an occasional bunch of 
flowers or a lighted candle on the 
graves of those who died in the 
conflict. 

At daybreak Nov. 30. 1 939. the 
late Soviet dictator Josef Stalin 
hurled his armies at Finland along 
a 1.100-kilometer front stretch- 
ing from the Karelian isthmus 
r> *» U* I^diiigrad ill the south of 
u< J waters of the Barents Sea in 

mh. Stalin was apparently 
<:• vines d that the Russians would 
i.pidly overrun the country. 

Three months later the Rus- 
sians had a million men in the 
field, backed by 1 .000 aircraft and 
2.000 tanks, pitted agumst a Finn- 
ish defense with hall the number 


of troops and plagued by a shor- 
tage of equipment. 

The Finns joined forces with 
one of the most savage winters in 
memory to maul the invaders. 
Soviet losses have been estimated 
at between 200.000 and one mil- 
lion dead. ' 

The 105-day conflict cost Fin- 
land about 25.000 dead and 
45,000 wounded. 


Crestfallen British officials tried 
to make the most of a bad job 
Friday. One of them said “ we are 
wearing away at intransigence it is 
going to take a long rime. " 

This was in marked contrast 
with the determination expressed 
at the start of the conference to get 
an acceptable settlement during 
the two days in Dublin. 

A measure of the failure to 
make any progress was that the 
leaders retired in the early hours 
without even instructing officials 
to draft a document on the budget 
issue.'

BANGKOK, Nov. 30 ( AP) — 
The nearly year-old Vietnamese 
presence in Cambodia is causing 
growing resentment which could 
set off yet another cycle of viol- 
ence in a country already tortured 
by war, famine and disease, West- 
ern analysts and recent visitors to 
that country say. 

Vietnamese forces, having 
scored successes against the guer- 
rillas of ousted Premier Pol Pot, 
show no signs of abiding by a 
recent United Nations resolution 
calling for the withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from Cambodia. 

Besides an estimated 200.000 
soldiers, there are Vietnamese 
advisers in both Hmom Penh and 
the countryside, possibly down to 
the escort level. Everyone from 
the bartender of the capital's 
" Samalti” hotel to the guide at the 
former royal palace is from Viet- 
nam and more arrive to perform 
"national duty" tours. 


Madrid passes autonomy statutes 


MADRID. Nov. 30 (AP) — 
The Spanish Lower House of par- 
liament has ratified borne rule sta- 
tutes for the Basque country and 
Catalonia, which were both previ- 
ously approved in a referendum in 
the two regions last Oct. 25 


The vote Thursday was 298-8 
and 1 1 abstentions for the Basque 
statute and 303-1 with 13 absten- 
tions for the Catalan. 

Home rule for the two regions 


would give local authorities a big- 
ger share of their tax contributions 
to the Madrid government plus 
limited control over education 
health, courts and police. 

The three-province Basque reg- 
ion with 2.5 million inhabitants 
and four-province Catalonia with 
5 million inhabitants enjoyed aut- 
onomy in the past but it was taken 
away from both regions by Gen. 
Francisco Franco after the 1936- 
39 Spanish civil war. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 
(AP) — The most massive study of 
the earth's weather in history is 
winding up. and scientists from 47 
nations now turn their attention to 
studying what they found and 
learning ways to use this new 
information. 

The global weather experiment 
officially concluded Friday, end- 
ing a year in which scientists col- 
lected the most complete weather 
record ever assembled. 

Now they will use this informa- 
tion to try to leam the practical 
limits of weather forecasting and 
to design a system to reach thc>c 
limits. 

But this grand experiment, first 
expected to provide only long- 
term research results, is already 
paving the way for improved fore- 
casts and providing other benefits. 

"Real-time benefits were never 
expected. However, Australia has 
come up with some," said Rex 


Flemming of the U.S. National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. 

The intensive use of drifting 
buoys and satellites in the experi- 
ment provided unexpected new 
details to Australian meteorolog- 
ists. helping them improve their 
local forecasts. 

"Opinions from meteorologists 
are that they buoy data have con- 
siderably improved the analyses 
over the oceanic areas and led to 
improved predictions," com- 
mented James Rasmussen of the 
World Meteorological Organiza- 
tion uf (he Australian experience. 

These ocean measurements are 
showing the way to better fore- 
casts in the United States and even 
saving fuel for airlines. 

"We are immensely pleased 
with the operational phase of the 
experiment." commented Flem- 
ming. 

But. he added. “the real advan- 


tages will show themselves a few 
years down the road. When the 
scientists have analyzed all this 
mass of data, and everything we 
have learned is incorporated into 
global ocean and weather predic- 
tion models, we win soon see two 
important advances — better 
weather forecasting and a start on 
global climate simulation. That 
wili be the payoff of the global 
weather experiment."

Dollar slips sharply 


on currency markets 


LONDON. Nov. 311 (Agencies) 
— Mexico's decision mu 10 let the 
Shah of Iran return from New 
York City, and the rumor — later 
denied — that an American hirs- 
tage had been shot in Iran sent a 
chill through world finance mar- 
kets Friday. 

The dollar slumped to its second 
lowest fixing in history against the 
West German mark, and fell I 1 j 
cents against the British pound. It 
Also dropped in Italy and France. 

Gold prices initially leaped by $ 
5 to $ 7 an ounce but later sub- 
sided. The metal usually does well 
when fear of political or economic 
upheaval rips the market. 

" We got the feeling things were 
coming to a climax. " one broker 
at a large Frankfurt bank said, 
referring to rumors that the stu- 
dents holding some SO Americans 
hostage at the U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran had begun shooting the 
eaprives. 

The rumors spread from Far 
East markets early Friday morn- 
ing. 

By mid-afternoon in Europe 
the dollar was worth : 


Frankfurt — 1.7300 marks al 
the afternoon fixing, second low- 
est in history and down from 
1 .7393 marks late Thursday. The 
West German Bundesbank inter- 
vened to take $ 4.05 million out of 
the market, dealers said. The fix- 
ing nearly matched the record low 
of 1.7285 marks in October 1978 
at the height of an international 
dollar crisis. 

Zurich — 1 .6090 Swiss francs, 
down from 1 .6205 the day before. 

Paris — 4.07 French francs, 
down 2 centimes from 4.09. 

Milan — §15.10 Italian lire, 
down from 819.90. 

In London, the dollar fell nearly 
2 cents against the pound in the 
morning but recovered slightly 
later when the pound was quoted 
at S 2.1970. 

Bullion dealers reported a 
“ mini-eoldrush '" after Mexico's 
decision to bar the Shah. At one 
point, the price surged $ 7 in Lon- 
don to $ 41 7 a troy ounce, but by 
mid-aftemoon it slipped back to $ 
414. 

The Zurich afternoon price was 
$ 416 up from 412 the night 
before.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 30 (AP) 
— U.S. Steel Corp.. the leading 
American steel producer, has 
announced price increases on a 
variety of products amounting to 
2.6 per cent across its entire steel 
product line. 

The company said Thursday the 
new prices would become effec- 
tive Jan. 1. 1980. They affect 
about two-thirds of the company s 
steel products. 

"The increases are within Pres- 
ident Carter' s voluntary anti- 
inflation guidelines, but are insuf- 
ficient to recover the continuing 
inflationary cost increases being 
experienced," the company said in 
a statement. 

On Tuesday, the company said 
it would close 16 plants employing 
13.000 people because they were 
no longer profitable. 


TOKYO. Nov. 30. (Agencies) 
— Japanese Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira hopes to visit the 
Middle East as soon as possible to 
ensure stable oil supplies after the 
upheaval in Iran, informed 
sources here said Friday. 

They said Ohira has not indi- 
cated the countries he hopes to 
visit. 

Japan, whose economy is 
almost entirely dependent on 
imported oil. has been buying 
about 12 per cent of its crude from 
Iran and nearly 30 per cent from 
Saudi Arabia. 

The foreign ministry said 

Ohira has no overseas trips 
planned apart from an official visit 
to China. Australia and New Zea- 
land in the next two months. 

Meanwhile, several major 
Japanese companies have 
resumed exports to Iran after a 
half- month suspension caused by 
the conflict between the United 
States and Iran. 

An official at Mitsubishi Corpo- 
ration said Friday export ship- 
ments are resuming " little by lit- 
tle" after Iran payed this week 
aboutS 5 million, half the sum due 
for goods already delivered to 
Iran. 

Japan s exports on dollar- based 
contracts have been suspended 
since mid- November because 
foreign exchange banks refused to 
cash bills for Japanese-Iranian 
deals after U.S. President Jimmy 
Carterordered a freeze on Iranian 
assets. Sources said that nine 
major Japanese trading firms had

Soviet GNP lowest since WWTI 


MOSCOW, Nov. 30, (AP) — 
Soviet national income during 
1979 grew by the lowest rate since 
World War II and growth of indus- 
trial production fell far below 
planned levels. 

The government newspaper 
Izvestia reported Thursday that 
this year's growth rate for national 
income, which roughly corres- 
ponds to gross national product in 
Western countries, is expected to 
be 2 per cent over 1978. 

During 1979. industrial produc- 
tion was projected to grow- by 3.6 
per cent over last year. Izvestia 
said. 

That rate would make this 
year's performance the poorest so 
far during the 1976-80 economic 
plan. 

The figures were contained in 
speeches made Wednesday to the 


Supreme Soviet, the Soviet parli- 
ament. but were not disclosed 
until they appeared Thursday in 
Izvestia. 

The projected 2 per cent 
growth rate for national income 
during 1979 is far below the pre- 
vious postwar low of 3.5 per cent 
recorded in 1977. Each figure 
shows growth compared to the 
year before. 

Also, it is less than half the 
planned target rate of 4.3 percent 
which had been set for growth of 
national income in 1979. 

Last year, national income rose 
by 4 per cent over J977. 

The estimated 1 979 growth rate 
of 3.6 per cent for industrial pro- 
duction compares with 4.8 per 
cent in 1978. 5.7 per cent in 1977 
and 4.8 per cent in 1976. the first 
year of the current five-year plan. 


This was nearly 60 per cent 
above the $ 23.5 a barrel ceiling 
set by the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) at its last meeting at 
Geneva in June, be added. 

Calderon, whose country will 
host the coming OPEC price- 
fixing conference next month, said 
a main objective of his present 
tour was to convince fellow 
member-states that this two-tier 
price system was harmful to 
OPEC interests.

1. Two clubs. North's 
takcuuL double pretty much 
guarantees the values for an 
opening bid. He may have 14 
points, perhaps 19 points; you 
can't tell al this stage how 
many he has. North is asking 
you to bid, and the fact that 
you have a poor hand Is not a 
good reason for- failing to 
respond. 

H is better to bid two clubs 
than two diamonds. If North 
lacks club support, he has 
room to bid diamonds at the 
two level. But if you responded . 
two diamonds, there would be 
no corresponding chance to 
locate a club fit without going 
into the three level. 

2. Three dobs. You can't hid 
two dubs with this hand and 
also the preceding one and 
expect p artner to know that 
this unre^JWv have a 
reasons biexhance for game. 
The most . usual way of 
showing strength in response 
to a double is by making a. 
jump response. This normally 


indicates IQ or more high-card 
points, but you don't need 
quite that many If your hand is 
distributionaily very 
promismg. 

3. Two hearts. In this case 
you're a little short of the 
values for a jump response, 
but those you do haw indicate 
a possibility of game. It is 
therefore better to respond in 
hearts than ' diamonds, 
because partner is more likely . 
to bid again over a major suit 
.response than, over a minor 
suit response. If North raises 
two hearts to three hearts, you 
should happily bid four.' 

4. Two spades. Here game is 
extremely likely in one of your 
three suits— you have 11 high- 
card points and good 
distribution — but you can't 
tell which of your suits should . 
be trump. So. instead of trying 
to guess the trump suit by 
making a jump-shift response~ 
in one of your suits, you force 
North to choose the trumps by 
cuebidding. West's suit, 
spades. 

Partner can’t misun- 
derstand the meaning of your 
bid. since you would have 
passed one spade doubled if 
you had great length and 
strength in spades. .Your 
cueindtndicatesn game-going 
hand that contains no clearly 
marked trump suit. You plan 
to raise partner to game m 
any suit he names in response 
to your coebid.

Engine failure ruled out 


in Antarctic air disaster 


AUCKLAND. New Zealand. Nov. 30 
(Agencies) — An Air New Zealand DC- 10 
airliner which crashed into an Antarctic vol- 
cano killing all 257 people on board bad its 
power on at the time of the accident, the 
airline's chief executive said Friday. 

" The information that has reached us at 
the moment is that the aircraft contacted the 
terrain with power on. not power off. and that 
is significant," Morrie Davis said. 

He said he learned the information from 
investigations at the crash site, but he gave no 
other details. 

Davis’ statement seemed to rule out the 
possibility of engine failure as one of several 
theories advanced for the cause of the crash. 

In Antarctica, recovery' teams began sifting 
through the frozen wreckage of the DC- 10 
Friday, trying to find what caused it to smash 
into the icy Antarctic wastes. 

Aided "by crack New Zealand moun- 
taineers, the teams are searching for the black 
box flight recorder and the tape of the crew’s 
conversation that might give them a clue to 
the cause of the tragedy. 

The three-engined Air New Zealand jet 
ploughed into the side of the Mount Erebus 
volcano on Wednesday. 


The teams expect to retrieve only about 70 
of the bodies. The first arc thought to have 
been consumed by fire after the crash, which 
occurred when the plane's tanks were still 
two- thirds full for its spectacular tourist flight 
over the Antarctic. 

A camp has been established at the crash 
site and teams are edging their way around a 
series of deep crevasses which are scattered 
around the area. 

U.S. helicopters have been dropping the 
men onto the icy steep slopes of Mount 
Erebus, still an active volcano. 

Little of the DC- 10 remains — a short 
section of fuselage, part of an under carriage, 
a hot meal container from the plane’s galleys, 
and the taunt green and white tail fin still 
carrying the traditional Maori Koru symbol 
of Air New Zealand. 

Those bodies still intact were scattered 
several hundred yards from the main area of 
the wreckage. 

Recovery teams face a race against lime to 
recover the bodies and carry out the crash 
investigation, as the Antarctic ssumrnerthaw 
sets in during December. 

During that time only ski-equipped aircraft 
will be able to land at the nearby bases of

U.S. backs Carter on Iran crisis

WASHINGTON. Nov. 30 — The over- 
whelming majority of the American people 
would support President Jimmy Carter if he 
chose to use military force against Iran if the 
hostages are hurt, according to new public 
opinion polls. 

An NBC- Television Associated Press poll 
released Tuesday shows that Carter has ral- 
lied considerable public support behind his 
cautious attitude on the Iranian seizure of the 
U.S. embassy in Tehran. 

And that may have a positive effect on his 
flagging hopes for re-election, sources here 
say. 

Before the crisis political experts had grave 
doubts about Carter s chances for re-election 
in 1980, but his handling of the crisis so far 
has won him a good deal of public respect and 
boosted his political prospects for the coming 
presidential campaign. 

While Carter said this past week he intends 
to pursue a peaceful resolution of the Iranian 
crisis, he has made it clear he retains the 
option to take military action against Iran, 
particularly if any of the 50 hostages in 
Tehran are hurt or killed by their captors. 

Political analysts here believe that the pres- 
ident would be forced to take military repris- 
als against Iran in the event any hostages are 
harmed or slain. If he failed to do so, the 
analysts say. Carter would lose any chanoe he 
may now have to be re-elected in 1980. 

U.S. military action against Iran would 
probably take the form of bombing strikes 
against selected strategic targets, such as Ira- 
nian military installations or industrial sites. 


sources here say. 

It is highly unlikely the U.S. would intro- 
duce ground troops into Iran or attack oil 
installations, the sources say. though con- 
tingency plans are available for both options. 

Airlifting combat troops to Iran — pre- 
sumably in an effort to free the remaining 
hostages — would be logistically difficult. 
Also the necessary absence of the element of 
surprise would put the lives of the hostages 
and other Americans in Iran in extreme 
jeopardy, according to sources. 

The bombing of oil installations is strenu- 
ously opposed by Japan and the Western 
European countries, which would suffer 
severely from any cutoff of Iranian oil. 

America's industrialized allies have been 
reluctant to take a strong public stand against 
the Tehran embassy seizure, for fear of 
jeopardizing their access to Iranian oil. 

No European state would take the initia- 
tive in calling for a U.N. Security Council 
meeting on die crisis, although the NATO 
countries are fully in sympathy with the U.S. 
position. This European coolness meant the 
initiative for a council meeting had to come 
from Secretary General Kurt Waldheim — 
only the second secretary general ever to call 
for such an emergency session. 

Europe's cautious and cool attitude toward 
the crisis led U.S. policymakers to hesitate 
about using the military option early in the 
crisis, as was recommended by a number of 
Pentagon officials. 

The White House has now decided to use 
military force if any hostages are hurt or kil- 
led. and has left open the possibility of milit- 
ary reprisals even if the hostanesure released.

McMurdo and Scott, and there are fears that 
wreckage on the mountain slopes could slide 
into crevasses, making work even more 
hazardous. 

Aircraft are flying men and equipment in 
throughout the day from Christchurch — an 
operation that has produced its own hazards. 

A giant U.S. Air Force Siarlifter jet suf- 
fered an engine flame-out as it started its 
take-off run at Christchurch. 

It immediately taxied off the runway as a 
C-130 Hercules transport landed after flight 
from Scott Base. Because the Hercules could 
not immediately leave the runway, a second 
Hercules had to cut short its landing. 

A U.S. Air Force spokesman said the 
planes were in no serious danger, but added 
that the incident showed the problems of 
increased air traffic in the area. 

In Auckland, the New Zealand Airline 
Pilots Association said Friday h was outraged 
at a suggestion of pilot error in the DC-10 
crash. 

Roy Thomson, the leader of the recovery 
operation, said Thursday the aircraft was on 
the wrong side of Mt. Erebus and was “ cer- 
tainly in the wrong place to come down to 
such a low altirude. "

Captain D.G. McAlister, the association 
president, said his association accepted 
Thomson’s expertise in Antarctic matters but 
his opinion on the aircraft' s operation had left 
members appalled. 

“ The association considers it an outrage 
that a person such as Thomson should spread 
such a scurrilous hypothesis on the cause of 
the accident. ” McAlister said. 

.Air New Zealand chief executive Davis 
described the plane's skipper. Jim Collins, as 
probably one of the outstanding pilots of the 
airline. * _ 

Commenting on Thomsons remarks, he 
said he thought it ** quite untoward for any- 


body to make a judgment on the cause of the 
accident at this time. It is also untoward to 
make an inference that reacts against the air- 
crew, ” Davis said. 

•Meanwhile, friends and relatives picking 
up cars of the victims at Auckland airport 
carparks have had to pay extra charges 
because of the time the cars were left there. 

Relatives were paying two to three times 
the anticipated price because the cars were 
parked so long. 

Airport manager Bill McDonald said the 
normal charges were applied to victims' cars 
because no one thought of doing anything

South African ambassador 


No clues surface in envoy kidnapping 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador Nov. 30 
(AP) — Police on Thursday found a small 
blue pickup used in the kidnapping of South 
African Ambassador Archibald Gardner 
Dunn. Officials said there were no signs of 
violence in the car. 

‘Gardner- Dunn. 60. was kidnapped Wed- 
nesday noon by 3 gang of 10 to i 5 men and 
women carrying submachine guns and pistols 
as he left the South African embassy located 
in a high-rise building on a busy street. 

The ambassador's driver, Humberto Men- 
doza, told the Associated Press that when 
Gardner Dunn walked out of the embassy, he 
was intercepted by the group shouting •'This 
is an assault. This is a kidnapping.” He said 
the attackers dragged him to one car and then 
to the pickup. 

The abductors held a pistol to Gardner 
Dunn's head while they decided which car to 
take him away in, Mendoza said. He added 
the abductors were all young people, but 
appeared “to be very determined.” 

Foreign Minister Hector Dada Hirezi said 
the kidnapping “was a lamentable situation” 
and all Gardner Dunn's diplomatic privileges 
would be maintained. 

But he added the government had gone 
ahead with its plan to sever diplomatic rela- 
tions with the South African government in 
protest over its segregationist policies. He 
said the decision had been made before the 
kidnapping. 


South Africa's Foreign Minister Roelof 
Botha, on a diplomatic visit to Bonn, West 
Germany, asked the Salvadoran government 
to “ act in such a way that his ( Dunn's) life was 
not endangered and to ensure his safety." 

None of the country's terrorist organiza- 
tions had yet to claim responsibility for the 
abduction. It was the first violent action in 
nearly three weeks and the first kidnapping 
since the Oct. 15 coup that overthrew the 
former military regime of President Carlos 
Humberto Romero. 

Many of the leftist groups have accused the 
new military-civilian junta of being an exten- 
sion of the Romero government. But several 
prominent left-wing groups afterending their 
occupation of the labor and economy minis- 
tries early this, month promised a 30-day 


truce to give the government a chance to 
fulfill some of its promises. 

Gardner Dunn's personal secretary, who 
asked her name not be used, described the 
diplomat as “ methodical and friendly" and a 
“man who did not lose his cool (control) 
easily.” 

Gardner Dunn's son, Robin, appealed 
over a local radio station to the kidnappers to 
let him join his father in captivity. He assured 
the kidnappers in the broadcast that neither 
the police nor other security organizations 
would intervene in the kidnapping. 

It was also learned here that the ambas- 
sador’ s wife. Daphne, and two children, all 
living in Johannesburg, would arrive in El 
Salvador within the next few days.

Airline conference boosts fares 


Irishman gets

DUBLIN. Nov. 30 (AP) — Desmond 
O' Hare, wanted for questioning in Northern 
Ireland for at least 27 political killings, was 
sentenced to nine years in prison on Thursday 
by the anti -terrorist Special Criminal Court 
for firearms offenses in the Irish Republic. 

O' hare, who comes from the Irish Repub- 
lican! Army stronghold of South Armagh in 
the north has been described by police as the 
most wanted guerrilla in the embattled Brit- 
ish province. 

Police on both sides of the Irish border 
believe the 23- year-old O’ Hare is one of the 
busiest killers in the IRA's “ Provisional" 


MANILA. Nov. 30 (AP) — The world's 
major airlines have agreed to raise fares to 
counter the right supply of crude oil and its 
rapid price rise. 

The resolution was approved Thursday on 
the eve of the closing session of the four-day 
35th annual general meeting of the Interna- 
tional Air Transport Association, climaxing 
bitter attacks on the U.S. administration’s 
policies of deregulation. 

A final vote passed the proposal, spon- 
sored by Chairman Adam Thomson of Brit- 
ish Caledonian Airlines, by 47 votes to three 
with five abstentions. 

The conference began T uesday with I AT A 
Secretary General Knut Hamnrarskjold 
delivering an attack on the U.S. Civil 
Aeronautics Board, which has threatened to 
withdraw immunity from anti- mist prosecu- 
tion from any airline implementing iATA’s 
traffic conference resolutions on regulated 
fares. 

Hammarskjold described CAB's action as 


disruptive and ill-advised. He said the action, 
“even if taken in the name of freedom and 
liberalism, may instead lead to polarization, 
fragmentation, isolationism and a retrograde 
retreat into a parochial mentality and ulti- 
mately to protectionism." 

At a news conference after the day' s work- 
ing session, IATA spokesman David Kyd 
said in reply to a question, “The U.S. cannot 
impose its deregulation policies by edict. If 
CAB chooses to try to export deregulation 
we reserve the right to take the issue to court 
in the United States to test it." 

The LATA conference brought to Manila 
about 700 executives of 76 airlines and 
observers from other sectors of the aviation 
industry.

The Marx Brothers. Groucho. Harpo. 
Chico, Gummo,' and Zeppo. began their 
careers in Vaudeville and moved to the 
movies. Their comedy films became classics. 

Zeppo played the curly-haired handsome 


straight man to his brothers' rollicking slaps- 
tick. His roles usually provided the singing, 
romantic interest. 

The Marx Brothers left Vaudeville in 1929 
to make films which are still popular with 
audiences of all ages. 

Some of their most popular films of the 
brothers, all of whom were bom in New York 
City, include “ Aimal Crackers.’’ “A Night at 
the Opera." "Duck Soup,” and “Horse- 
feathers" 

Zeppo withdrew from the act in 1935 to 
become their manager.
